by the newspaper were as follows: 

1) FAZIO was killed in a robbery. 

2) FAZIO was killed for revenge. 

3) FAZIO was the victim of a gangland slaying. 


This report also indicated that LOUIE FAZIO served twelve 
years in prison in connection with a 1946 gangland slaying.

Detective Division, Milwaukee Police Department, and officers 
who were in charge of the LOUIS PAZIO murder investigation, 
advised that the medical examiner reported to them that 
PAZIO had been shot three times with a 38 caliber weapon. 

The first shot, in the back of the neck, killed him. The 
second shot was in the neck, through his shirt collar, and 
the third shot was in the abdomen. They advised that two 
of the projectiles had been recovered, and sent to the PBI 
Laboratory for analysis. One bullet, which was recovered 
from the victim, had splintered and is of doubtful evidentiary 
value•

MURDER OF LOUIS FAZIO 
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On 9/26/72, Louis Martin Fazio was fatally shot with 
a *38 caliber weapon in an alley behind his home at 2805 N. 
Humboldt Avenue. Fazio had been a long-time associate of 
Milwaukee mobsters, including Frank Balistrieri. whom, according 
to a confidential source in 1965, was ’’grooming” Louis for 
membership into the LCN. However, in the mid-1960's, informant 
information indicated that many of the elder LCN members were 
extremely dissatisfied with the leadership of Frank Balistrieri 
and his undemocratic way of makin g decisions. In June, 19 66, 
a MilwaiikPfi source indicated thatT 
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During this same time period, Louie Fazio apparently became 
very well respected by the Milwaukee LCN figures, as well as 
those in Chicago and other parts of the United States* Louie 
Fazio /was apparently very close to Sam D* E. Stafano, a Chicago 
LCN figure, who had served time in the Wisconsin State Prison 
at Waupun with Fazio during the 1930*s. D. Stafano was himself 
murdered in 1973.
